THIS AFTERNOON 


Simple But Impressive 
Services Held For 
Stricken Hero of 
Baseball

Eight kilometers west of Chateau 
Thierry, where the gaunt woods of the 
evil forest of Reileau stretch their 
shrapnel-torn 
arms 
skyward, lies 
what is today and what will always 
be the shrine of the United States 
Marine corps. 
But in Evergreen cemetery, breast­ 
ing the historic National Shrine to 
American dead of the Blue and of the 
Gray, whispering pines sing a re­ 
quiem over the shrine to Eddie Flank, 
his final resting place in God’s own 
given land, made free by those who in 
death are Eddie's neighbors. 
In marked contrast with theplaudtis 
that were his in the prime of his 
la-eball career, when cheering thou- 
*ands lauded 
and sang his praises, 
was his burial. 
The solemnity o f the 
linal respect* to the premier south- 
nay moundsman of baseball was digni­ 
fied by the simplicity of the services. 
The interment was private. 
For two hours, his friends 
and 
neighbors of Gettysburg and those 
who came from distant cities 
paid 
homage at the bier. 
In single file 
they proceeded through the aisles of 
the Presbyterian church, made his­ 
toric and memorable because of the 
presence in that edifice at the evening 
service, 63 years ago, pf President 
Lincoln, at the tim e of the dedication 
of the National 
cemetery, 
which 
shoulders the burial ground of the j 
once m ighty hurler. 
Lay la State 
Just two hours were devoted to his j 
friends and neighbors. 
A s the body 
lay in state in the church where Eddie 
chose ta worship Him who is 
A l­ 
m ighty, throngs gathered on the out­ 
side and silently awaited their turn to 
pass the bier of their idol, friend and J 
neighbor. 
A m ilitary guard o f honor, com- t 
mended by Captain S. C. Thompson 
of the Gettysburg College R. O. T. C. ! 
unit, stood vigil beside the casket. It 
was a tribute from Eddie’* alm a m a­ 
ter and it expressed in respectful rev- ' 
erence the esteem in which he w as I 
held by those who defended the Stars 1 
ami Stirpes during the world conflict. 
The adjutant of the Pennsylvania de- j 
partment had expressed on behalf of 
state legionnaires the deep regret in 
which his death was felt. 
At one o’clock tho remains were re­ 
moved to the church where it lay in 
state for two hours. 
At three o'clock a prelude, M iss j 
Elizabeth Van Cleve 
a t the organ, 
pealing a summons to those p resen t! 
and the last respects to the hero of I 
more than a decade in baseball, w as 
started. 
Rev. Robinson, pastor of the church, 
conducted the opening sentence fol­ 
lowed by a responsive reading of the 
23rd Psalm. Scripture reading fol­ 
lowed. 
lauded by Pastor 
"In the great game of life,” said 
Rev. Robinson in his sermon, ‘‘he con­ 
tended lawfully and so death is his \ 
coronation. 
He w as true to h is own j 
manhood; true to his parents; true to 
his w ife'and home; true to his God 
and his church,—tile holiest obliga­ 
tions a man has. 
And w e are con­ 
fident that as a believer in the Good 
Sheperd who laid down His life for 
the sheep; as a confessor o f the Lord 
Jesus Christ; as a member of H is fold 
on earth he has been safely gathered 
into the Heavenly fo ld 
” 
Dr. Henry W. A. Hanson, president 
of Gettysburg College, eulogized tile 
deceased as a man, (paying tribute to 
his gentlem anly characteristics and 
general conduct, during his career on 
the diamond and in his business and 
retired life. 
An organ postlude closed the serv­ 
ices. 
As the large crowd left the church 
and the cortege moved in Baltimore 
street to Evergreen cem etery, where 
in a cedar lined grave the casket was 
lowered, Eddie’s friends and neigh­ 
bors stood in awed silence and rev­ 
erently murmured prayers.

sters gathered in little groups along 
the route and whispered am ong them ­ 
selves, whispers, 
surely 
of 
noble 
thoughts and kindly expressions. Ed­ 
die was gone, they knew; and

Western Maryland Engine Road 
Foreman Crushed to Death 
When Crane Breaks. 


Clement Alphonsus Weaver, assist­ 
ant road foreman of engines on the 
Western Maryland railroad, was in­ 
stantly killed in an accident which oc­ 
curred at W oodensburg, 
about 
24 
miles out of Baltimore, near Glyndon, 
Thursday evening between 8 and 8:30 
o'clock. 
He was aged 44 years and 
13 days. 
He is a native of Adams 
1 county and liver! in Hanover. 
Mr. W eaver 
was 
superintending 
the work o f using a crane to lift a 
car containing a heavy load of stone 
in order to put a truck beneath it 
when one of the hooks in the cable 
either broke or opened and the car 
dropped and toppled over on the side 
on which lie was standing, pinning 
him beneath it. 
Mr. W eaver was 
crushed into the soft ground. 
No 
bones were broken, it is said. 
The 
car had been standing along the track 
with a broken arch bar on the truck 
which w as being removed to be re­ 
placed With a new one when the acci­ 
dent resulting fatally happened. 
H e had been employed with the 
Western Maryland railroad about 21 
years, as fireman foe five years, than 
as engineer and recently as assistant 
road foreman of engines. 
An inquest was held follow ing the 
death under the direction of Justice 
of the Peace John F. McGraw, of 
Pikesville, acting coroner. 
The body 
was taken to Hanover. 
The deceased was a son of the

Weaver, who resided 
near Littles­ 
town.

Nationally Known Theologian Fails To Rally 
From Attack Suffered Last Monday; Was 
One Of Most Prominent 
Lutheran 
Church Workers In Country; 
Had Many Friends. 


Rev. Dr. James Alden Singmaster. 73, president of the 
Lutheran Theological Seminary, one of the most prominent and 
most influential members of the Lutheran denomination and 
highly respected resident of Gettysburg, died a t.the Singmaster 
home, Seminary avenue, at 8:1*2 o’clock this morning. 
Stricken while apparently in the best of health, the vener­ 
able Doctor Singmaster passed away without fully regaining con­ 
sciousness since he suffered an apoplectic seizure at midnight 
Monday,, an hour after he had retired. 
A pall of deepest sorrow was thrown over the seminary, the 
college and the community’ when word was received “from the 
hill” that death had claimed a man loved and honored by all who 
knew him. 
The veteran theologian, preacher and teacher always en­ 
joyed unbroken health, and the seizure late Monday night came 
as a distinct shock to members of the family, townspeople and 
the thousands everywhere who intimately or otherwise knew the 
sterling merits of Dr. Singmaster. through personal contact, 
hearing him preach or reading what he had written. 
Ardent Civic Worker 
In Gettysburg, Doctor Singmaster was best known as presi­ 
dent of the seminary, although his interests were varied. Since 
190(5, he was president of the seminary, and hi-* former pupils, 
now in the ministry or in mission fields, whose numbers are 
legend, will mourn his death. 
It was largely through the efforts of the able churchman 
that Gettysburg and Adams county now enjoy the advantages 
of the Annie M. Warner Hospital 
He was instrumental in 
organizing the town and county for the hospital, and from its 
opening served three years as president of the board. 
At Allentown where Doctor Singmaster served his last pas­ 
torate before coming to the seminary as a professor in 1900. 
he was the prime mover in the organization of the Allentown 
Hospital, and was president of the board of that institution when 
he moved here. 
1 
Hundreds in Gettysburg praise Dr. 
Singmaster for his organization of the 
Civie Nursing Association of which 
he was president at the tripe of his 
death, having held that position since 
that work was begun a number of 
years ago. 
Although he gained 
considerable 
prominence as president of the Gen­ 
era) Synod of the Lutheran church 
for a number of years, Dr. Sing­ 
master came into particular public 
notice as one of the founders of the 
United Lutheran Church in America, 
with which the General Synod w as 
merged, through his efforts.
